4 FOR the purpose of requiring the Mator Vehicle Administration to impose certain
5 restrictions on provisional drivers licenses pertaining to seat belt and child

6 safety seat use; providing a certain exception relating to certain individuals

7 covered by medical exceptions; providing for the prospective application of this
8 Act; and generally relating to license restrictions applicabl e to drivers who hold
9 provisional drivers licenses.

15 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
16 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

20 subtitle, when it issuesa driver'slicense, the Adminigtration for good cause may
21 impose on the licensee;

25 (i) An acohal restriction which prohibits the licensee from driving

7 prohibitsthelicensee from driving or attempting to drive a motor vehicle unlessthe

8 licenseeisaparticipant in the Ignition Interlock System Program established under

9 §16-404.1 of thistitle.

10 (b) (@D} Notwithstanding the licensee's driving record, the Administration
11 shall impose on each licensee under the age of 21 years an alcohal restriction that

12 prohibitsthe licensee from driving or attempting to drive amotor vehicle with an

13 acohol concentration of 0.02 or more as determined by an analysis of the licensee's

14 blood or breath.

15 (2 An acohal restriction imposed under this subsection expires when

16 thelicensee reachesthe age of 21 years.

17 ©)] This subsection may not be construed or applied to limit:

18 (i) The authority of the Administration to impose on alicensee an

19 acohoal restriction described in subsection (a)(2) of this section; or

20 (i) The application of any other provision of law that prohibits
21 consumption of an alcoholic beverage by an individua under the age of 21 years.

31 (i) A temporary driver'slicensethat is valid only in the State of
32 Maryland to an applicant for reinstatement of a suspended or revoked driver's

33 license, renewal of adriver'slicense, or aduplicate or corrected driver'slicenseif, at

34 thetime of application:

35 1 The applicant's privilege to drive in another jurisdiction is
36 revoked or suspended as aresult of failing to comply with the licensing requirements
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1 of that jurisdiction for which acomparable violation in this State would not have
2 resulted in revocation or suspension;

3 2. Theinitia violation that led to the revocation or

4 suspension did not occur within the preceding 5 years;

5 3. The applicant is otherwise qualified to be licensed in this
6 State; and

7 4, The Administration determines that the applicant will be

8 ableto take any actionsrequired by the other jurisdiction for reinstatement of the
9 privilegetodrivein that jurisdiction.

10 (2 A temporary license issued under paragraph (1) of this subsection
11 shall bevalid for 90 days.

12 (3) The Administration shall adopt regulations for the i ssuance of
13 temporary licenses under paragraph (1) of this subsection.

14 (] (G) After recelving satisfactory evidence of any violation of aredricted or
15 provisional driver'slicense, the Administration may suspend or revoke the license.

16 However, the licensee may request ahearing as provided for a suspension or

17 revocation under Subtitle 2 of thistitle.

18 [(9)] (H) (1) The Administration shall impose an alcohol restriction under
19 subsection (8)(1)(ii) of this section that prohibits an individual for a period of 3 years

20 from driving or attempting to drive with alcohol in theindividua's blood on any

21 licensee who is convicted within 5 years of any combination of two or more violations

22 under § 21-902(a), (b), or (c) of thisarticle.

23 (2 If acircuit court or the District Court orders alicensee not to drive or
24 attempt to drive amotor vehicle with alcohal in the licensee's blood or orders, under §

25 27-107 of thisarticle, the licensee to participate in the Ignition Interlock System

26 Program established under § 16-404.1 of thistitle, the Administration shall have the

27 licensee's driving record and driver'slicense reflect that the court ordered restriction

28 wasimposed, and shall keep records of the order.

29 [(h] 0 An individual may not drive avehiclein any manner that violates
30 any restriction imposed by the Administration in arestricted license issued to the
31 individual.

32 ()] J An individua may not drive avehiclein any manner that violates
33 any restriction imposed in aprovisional licenseissued to theindividual .

34 (1] (K) Anindividua may not drive or attempt to drive amotor vehicle with
35 acohal intheindividua's blood in violation of arestriction imposed by a court.

36 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That thisAct shall be
37 construed only prospectively and may not be applied or interpreted to have any effect
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1 on or application to any provisional driver'slicense issued before the effective date of
2 thisAct.

3 SECTION 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
4 October 1, 2001.
